Jurors were taken on a tour Thursday 
through the world of a filmmaker and 
Star Wars buff accused of hacking up a 
stranger in keeping with a movie script, 
then hauling the bloody limbs away in 
the trunk of a car with the licence plate 
“Darlcjedi.” 

Photos of the crime scene were provid¬ 
ed by Const. Gaiy Short at the first- 
degree murder trial of Mark Twitchell. 

Twitchell, 31, is an amateur 
moviemaker who prosecutors say killed 
Johnny Altinger, then chronicled the 
graphic murder and dismemberment on 
his computer under the heading My Pro¬ 
gression into Becoming a Serial Killer. 

The Crown says it will prove that 
Twitched was caught just as he was 
developing into a random killer in the 
fad of 2008. 

Prosecutors allege it ad began when 
Twitched and friends made a short eight- 
minute movie in an Edmonton 
residential garage about a man lured to a 
remote location on the promise of an In¬ 
ternet date. 

The man is tied up, tortured to reveal 
his Internet pass codes, then murdered. 


Pictures tell a story 

Police photos paint pictures of two men 
going in different directions. 

► Twitchell was married with an eight- 
month-old daughter. His home was a tiny 
bandbox of a house. 

► The leitmotif of his life was clutter. 

► Twitchell's work area was a pig sty. A mat¬ 
tress on the floor, blankets and pillows scat¬ 
tered. Boxes everywhere. Blue jeans that 
police say had Altinger's blood on them 
crumpled in a ball. 

► Altinger’s condo was a basic bachelor pad. 

► A white sectional sofa and a computer 
work station overstuffed with cords and 
wires. A big-screen TV and video games. A 
tiny kitchen with dirty dishes. 

► There were almost no decorations or 
mementoes, no pictures on the off-white 
walls. It was home. It wasn't homey. 

A week after that movie, they say, 

Twitchell began doing it for real.

With a little faith, Edmon¬ 
ton can combat homeless¬ 
ness. 

A perfect example is 
Brian, who grew up or¬ 
phaned on the streets of 
Toronto. After a life of 
prison, drugs and alcohol, 
he wound up living in Ed¬ 
monton’s River Valley be¬ 
fore being placed in a 
home of his own in De¬ 
cember 2008. 

“We need your help,” 
said the 60-year-old, who 


chose to withhold his last 
name. “We really need 
your help.” 

More than 100 people 
from the different reli¬ 
gious traditions through¬ 
out the city gathered at 
the Citadel Theatre to 
launch the new Welcome 
Home program Thursday. 

Through the program, 
volunteers are partnered 
with a recently housed 
person or family to help 
connect them with exist¬ 
ing service agencies, offer 
companionship and make 
them feel part of a com¬ 
munity that cares. 


Brian gives a lot of the 
credit to his Laurier 
Heights Baptist Church. 

“I didn’t need to know 
how to live on the street, I 
know how to do that,” he 
said. 

“What I needed to 
learn was how to live in 
the community.” 

A 12-page Congrega¬ 
tional Housing Action 
Guide was also distrib¬ 
uted. 

“We have eight years 
left,” said Anne Smith, 
chair of the Homeless 
Commission. “We have to 
stay focused.”

Transit needs 
$1M: City stall 


More Edmontonians are 
taking transit now than 
ever before, and the city is 
considering ramping up 
safety to match. 

In a report released 
Thursday, it is recom¬ 
mended that $1 million be 
spent to add 10 transit 
peace officers to a staff of 
51. 

Officers responded to 
more than 26,000 security 
events last year — double 
the number from 2009. By¬ 
law and fare infractions al¬ 
so increased. 

Back in December, 
council approved the deci¬ 
sion to explore the $1-mil¬ 
lion option this spring. 

“There’s no question 
that citizens have told us 
that they want more tran¬ 
sit security,” Mayor 
Stephen Mandel said at the 
time.

Bregg’s Law went 
through first reading in 
the House of Commons 
last week. The bill was put 
forward by St. Albert MP 
Brent Rathgeber to make 
attacks against transit op¬ 
erators “aggravated as¬ 
sault.” 

“I’m honoured to have 
my name associated with 
this bill ... which address¬ 
es the increasing violence 
we are seeing against tran¬ 
sit operators,” Bregg read 
in a prepared statement in 
Ottawa on March 10.

A plane carrying Haiti’s 
Jean-Bertrand Aristide has 
taken off from South 
Africa, ending his seven 
years in exile and cariying 
him home to adoring 
crowds — and to questions 
about what influence he 
will have on a fragile coun- 
try. 

“The great day has ar¬ 
rived!” Aristide said at a 
small airport in northern 
Johannesburg. 

“We are delighted to re¬ 
turn home after seven 
years. In Haiti also they are 
very happy.” 

U.S. President Barack 
Obama had tried to keep 
the hugely popular but 
controversial figure away 
from the country until it 
holds a presidential elec¬ 
tion this weekend. 



Aristide’s lawyer, Ira 
Kurzban, has said Aristide 
will be back in Haiti by 
noon Friday. 

Aristide, a former slum 
priest, was twice elected 
president of Haiti and re¬ 
mains wildly popular 
among the Caribbean na¬ 
tion’s majority poor. 

Thousands and thou¬ 


sands of people were ex¬ 
pected to welcome him. 

U.S. National Security 
Council spokesperson 
Tommy Vietor said: “The 
United States ... has deep 
concerns that President 
Aristide’s return to Haiti in 
the closing days of the 
election could be destabi¬ 
lizing.” 

Aristide’s terms in office 
were rocky — he was oust¬ 
ed in a coup and was re¬ 
stored to power in a U.S. 
military intervention in 
1994. 

After completing his 
term he was re-elected 
years later, only to flee a 
rebellion in 2004 aboard a 
U.S. plane. 

Aristide claimed he was 
kidnapped.

Emergency workers 
seemed to try everything 
they could think of Thurs¬ 
day to douse Japan’s most 
dangerously overheated 
nuclear reactors: Helicop¬ 
ters, heavy-duty fire 
trucks, even water can¬ 
nons normally used to 
quell rioters. But they 
couldn’t be sure any of it 
was easing the peril at the 
tsunami-ravaged facility. 

Three reactors have 
had at least partial melt¬ 
downs at the Fukushima 
Dai-ichi nuclear plant, 
where wisps of white 
steam rose from the 
stricken units Friday 
morning. But Japanese 
and U.S. officials believe a 
greater danger exists in 
the pools used to store 


spent nuclear fuel: Fuel 
rods in one pool were be¬ 
lieved to be at least par¬ 
tially exposed, if not dry, 
and others were in dan¬ 
ger. Without water, the 
rods could heat up and 
spew radiation. 

It could take days and 
“possibly weeks” to get 
the complex under con¬ 
trol, U.S. Nuclear Regula¬ 
tory Commission 

chairman Gregory Jazclco 
said. 

A senior official with 


the UN’s nuclear safety 
agency said there had 
been “no significant wors¬ 
ening” at the Fukushima 
Dai-ichi nuclear plant but 
that the situation re¬ 
mained “veiy serious.” 

Tokyo Electric Power 
said it believed workers 
were making headway in 
staving off a catastrophe 
both with the spraying 
and, especially, with ef¬ 
forts to complete an emer¬ 
gency power line to 
restart the plant’s own 


electric cooling systems. 

“We are doing all we 
can as we pray for the sit¬ 
uation to improve,” Terua- 
ki Kobayashi said. 
“Choices are limited. We 
just have to stick to what 
we can do most quickly 
and efficiently.” 

The crisis triggered by 
last week’s earthquake 
and tsunami has forced 
thousands to evacuate and 
drained Tokyo’s normally 
vibrant streets of life, its 
residents either leaving 
town or holing up in their 
homes. 

The official death toll 
from the disasters stood at 
5,692 as of Friday morn¬ 
ing, with 9,522 missing, 
the national police agency

Hundreds of Canadians 
taking part in an exchange 
and teaching program run 
by the Japanese govern¬ 
ment are confirmed safe 
following the country’s 
earthquake and tsunami, 
but it’s uncertain if or 
when they will be coming 
home. 

Jung-Suk Ryu, a 
spokesman for the Japan¬ 
ese Embassy in Ottawa, 
says 475 Canadians are tak¬ 
ing part this year in the 
Japan Exchange and Teach¬ 
ing (JET) program, but he 
couldn’t provide informa¬ 
tion on whether any of 
them are cutting short 
their terms and returning 
to Canada. 

Privately run programs 
also exist to arrange stints 
for foreigners who want to 
teach English in Japan, but 
it’s not known how many 
Canadians are currently in¬ 
volved in those programs. 
As well, some individuals 
seek employment inde¬ 
pendently.

Recovery still on 
track: CIBC 

O Even with oil prices spiking and increasing government fiscal 
restraint, the Canadian economy should pull through, analyst says 


Recent events in Japan have 
added to growing concerns 
about the strength of the 
recoveiy, but should not 
push either the Canadian 
or global economies back 
into recession, CIBC says. 

In its latest monthly re¬ 
port, CIBC World Markets 
predicts growth will re¬ 
main relatively strong in 
Canada despite a slowing in 
other countries due to ris¬ 
ing oil prices and restraint 
in government spending. 

While Canada is not im¬ 
mune to issues facing the 
global economy, the report 
forecasts real GDP growth 
of four per cent in the first 
quarter of 2011. 

As a result, CIBC senior 
economist Peter Buchanan 
expects the Bank of Canada 
to hike its overnight rate by 
May. Until now, most ana¬ 


lysts have been predicting 
the bank would hold off on 
a rate hike until at least 
mid-year. 

The report notes that 
the global economy was al¬ 
ready facing uncertainty 
on a number of fronts 
even before last Friday’s 


disaster in Japan. 

“Those developments 
have led to a scaling back 
of earlier optimism and an 
increase, for now at least, 
in risk aversion,” Buchanan 
said. 

Among other things, he 
notes that surging gasoline 


prices raise questions about 
the pace of U.S. consumer 
spending. Meanwhile, 
“with the focus on contain¬ 
ing red ink, governments 
in the industrialized world 
are reaching for the spend¬ 
ing axe.”

HIGHER OIL PRICES NOT ALWAYS BAD 


Oil prices would have to 
reach $160 a barrel to de¬ 
rail the economic 
recoveiy, says CIBC senior 
economist Peter 
Buchanan — a scenario 
he does not see playing 
out. 

“Oil has risen dramati¬ 
cally before, only to crash 
back to earth, and there 
are still good reasons why 
histoiy may repeat itself,” 


he says. 

Inventories in industri¬ 
al countries were 
adequate when the 
Middle Eastern political 
pot began bubbling and 
OPEC has no interest in 
recession-inducing prices 
that crush demand. 

Meanwhile, “strong but 
not sky-high oil prices are 
also best for the Canadian 
economy,” he says. 


Since Canada is one of 
the world’s top dozen net 
exporters of oil and oil 
products, higher crude 
prices are a modest plus 
for the economy in the 
near term. But beyond 
four to five quarters, the 
bad starts to cancel the 
good, and the level of GDP 
is lower than it would oth¬ 
erwise have been.

Times charges for 
online news 


As the New York Times tries 
to boost revenues by charg¬ 
ing for digital content, it’s 
looking to Canada to lead 
the way. The newspaper is 
asking Canadians to pay for 
full access to its website and 
for the use of smartphone 
and tablet apps. 

For now, the Times is 
selling full access to its web¬ 
site and smartphone apps 
for $15 US a month. Once 
the digital paywall goes up 
in the U.S. and internation¬ 
ally on March 28, readers 
can buy access to the web¬ 
site and tablet apps for $20 
monthly, or access to all 
three platforms for $35 a 
month. 


Web readers who don’t 
want to pay can view 20 ar¬ 
ticles a month free before 
they’re prompted with a 
subscription plea. Links to 
Times stories through so¬ 
cial media won’t count, 
while clicks on Google links 
will be limited to an addi¬ 
tional five a day.

Downward stock 
dogs Lululemon 


Yoga clothing retailer Lul¬ 
ulemon Athletica Inc. an¬ 
ticipates slower growth in 
the first months of 2011 as 
it struggles to keep inven¬ 
tory on shelves. 

The Vancouver-based 
company’s stock fell 4.5 per 
cent after it said Thursday 
that it couldn’t keep up 
with better-than-expected 
holiday season sales and 
will see inventoiy shortages 
for the first half of the year. 

Shares sank $3.47 to 
close at $75.26 on the 
Toronto stock exchange 
even as its fourth-quarter 
results soared past ana¬ 
lysts’ expectations. 

The company said its 


profits climbed to $55 mil¬ 
lion in the fourth quarter 
after a busy holiday season 
that saw record gross mar¬ 
gins and fewer merchan¬ 
dise markdowns. 

The company has had 
trouble keeping shelves 
stocked since the spring of 
2010. Zoe Tan, a retail ana¬ 
lyst at Momingstar re¬ 
search, says the inventoiy 
shortage is partially deliber¬ 
ate, as management has 
said it doesn’t like to dis¬ 
count unsold merchandise. 

However, she said the 
consistent lack of enough 
merchandise could push 
share prices down lower.

Mercury’s magnetism 



Worth

A desk-sized NASA space¬ 
craft is riding the brakes 
all the way to Mercury, 
about to pull a tricky ma¬ 
noeuvre Thursday night to 
become the first man¬ 
made object to orbit the 
tiny planet. 

After a trip of 7.9 billion 
kilometres and nearly six 
and a half years, the Mes¬ 
senger spacecraft will try 
to careen into an egg- 
shaped orbit and fight off 
the gigantic gravitational 
pull of the sun. To do so, it 
will have to use more than 
half of the fuel it was 
launched with in 2004 to 
reduce speed dramatically 
in just 15 minutes. 

If all works well, 
Messenger will circle as 
close as 193 kilometres 
from the surface and sur¬ 


vey the entire planet for a 
year, beginning April 4. It 
will learn about Mercury’s 
mysterious magnetic field 
and — most tantalizing of 
all — discover if the clos¬ 
est planet to the sun has 
ice in its permanently 
dark frigid craters near its 
poles. 

If all doesn’t go well, it 
is more likely that the 
$446-million spacecraft 


flies away from Mercury 
and ends up circling the 
sun. NASA should know 
whether it succeeds in 
about an hour. If

Along 
the way they help Paul 
(voice of Seth Rogen), an ir¬ 
reverent alien with a taste 
for silly gags and Bob Dylan 
jokes, to get back to his 
home planet. Think of it as 
E.T. for frat boys and you 
get the idea. 

In the world the movie 
creates, the idea of a wise¬ 
cracking alien makes per¬ 
fect sense, but adding an 


E.T. doesn’t always fit so 
well. Take Meatballs Part 2, 
for instance. 

The addition of Meat- 
head, a grey, rubber¬ 
skinned alien sent to Camp 
Sasquatch to earn an Earth 
merit badge, hardly im¬ 
proves on the original Bill 
Murray classic. 

The fun loving aliens of 
Earth Girls Are Easy are put 
to better use. 

The movie’s plot is best

We 
cleaned out their sci-fi, ac¬ 
tion, and horror sections 
in one summer.” 

Adolescent movie 
marathons would turn in¬ 
to filmmaking ambitions 
for the pair, who initially 
made Hobo With A Shot¬ 
gun as a fake trailer that 
won a competition associ¬ 


ated Robert Rodriguez and 
Quentin Tarantino’s Grind¬ 
house in 2007. “We were 
starting to make a feature 
length version for no mon¬ 
ey with friends on the 
weekends when we went 
to the Grindhouse pre¬ 
miere in LA,” explained 
Eisner. 


“That night I got a call 
from Alliance saying that 
they wanted to release our 
trailer with Grindhouse 
theatrically and talk about 
developing the idea into a 
feature film.” 

With that simple phone 
call, Eisner transformed 
from a hungry film fan in¬ 


to a professional filmmak¬ 
er. 

Next week his blood- 
soaked vision debuts 
across Canada, promising 
one of the most depraved 
and giddily entertaining 
cinematic experiences to 
ever come out of our coun¬ 
try. 


It’s something the film¬ 
maker hopes won’t be an 
isolated incident. 

“Hopefully this might 
open some doors to make 
more movies like this in 
Canada. I’d love it, because 
we could make some pret¬ 
ty insane cinema up here 
if given the chance.”

Belting in 3-D

The classic opera Carmen 
is hardly something that 
you’d think of as fodder 
for a 3-D movie (especial¬ 
ly when it doesn’t star 
Nicholas Cage), but next 
week the unlikely Car¬ 
men 3-D hits theatres 
nonetheless. The film is a 
3-D recording of a live 
performance of Francesca 
Zambella’s much loved 
2006 production from 
British director Julian 
Napier, who has been ex¬ 
perimenting with digital 
3-D for a decade. 

For Napier, the goal 
wasn’t to adapt the pro¬ 
duction to suit his needs, 
but to use new technolo¬ 
gy to present a masterful 
rendition of Carmen to 
audiences worldwide. 

“I was trying to find a 
way to translate what was 
already there into a new 
medium,” Napier told 
Metro. “Zambella’s origi¬ 
nal production was fan¬ 
tastic ... it was already so 


cinematic and epic. I real¬ 
ly didn’t see it as my duty 
or place to go in and 
tamper with a wonderful 
production, so any minor 
tweaks I made were pure¬ 
ly for the camera.” 

Napier filmed the proj¬ 
ect over two nights and 
created a rather amazing 
experience that puts the 
audience onstage with 
the actors. It’s an ap¬ 
proach that he developed 
while planning the film. 

“I vividly remember 
having an epiphany in re¬ 
hearsal,” explained the 
director. “I had never 
been that close to an 
opera singer before be¬ 
cause they normally per¬ 
form in auditoriums. But 
standing there three feet 
away from the singers — 
I wept. It was so emotion¬ 
ally charged just being 
that close to someone 
while they open this ex¬ 
traordinary instrument. I 
remember thinking, That 
is precisely what I have to 
do with this film. I have 
to give people that privi¬ 
leged point of view.” 


Beaver director Foster a 
steadfast Gibson friend 


O Mel Gibson’s recent troubles interrupt film release O The Beaver stars 
Gibson as a troubled man who uses a puppet to deal with his dark side 


Jodie Foster premiered the 
quirky but dark movie The 
Beaver at the South by 
Southwest Film Festival on 
Wednesday night, saying 
she’s grateful for the per¬ 
formance by troubled ac¬ 
tor and friend Mel Gibson. 

The film follows a de¬ 
pressed toy company exec¬ 
utive who picks up a hand 
puppet beaver and uses it 
to separate himself from 
the negative aspects of his 
personality that are de¬ 
stroying his family and ca¬ 
reer. Foster directed the 
movie and plays Gibson’s 
wife. 

“I can’t imagine any¬ 
body else doing it. He has 
such a deep, struggling 
soul that really understood 
the part of the movie 
that’s about a man in a 
spiritual crisis,” Foster said 
on the red carpet before 
the screening. 

Gibson, who recently 
was sentenced to 36 
months of probation and 
ordered to attend 52 weeks 
of domestic violence coun¬ 
selling after pleading no

contest to a misde¬ 
meanour charge of spousal 
battery on former girl¬ 
friend Oksana Grigorieva, 
did not attend the pre¬ 
miere. 

The battery charge was 
another blow to Gibson’s 
reputation, which took a 
major hit after his 2006 ar¬ 
rest for drunken driving. A 
deputy’s report leaked to 
the celebrity website TMZ 
revealed the action star 
had used anti-Semitic and 
sexist slurs. 

Foster, who has re¬ 
mained a steadfast friend 



of Gibson, acknowledged 
the battery charge made 
release of the film tricky. 

“There were all sorts of 
things that were beyond 
our control,” she told the 
audience after the movie. 
“It’s been difficult. In the 
last six months there has¬ 
n’t been any real audience 
(for the film). 

“For anybody who’s 
ever worked with Mel Gib¬ 
son, he’s the most beloved 
actor probably in the film 
business, at least of the 
ones I’ve worked with,” 
Foster said. 


“Obviously all sorts of 
stuff happened after the 
film finished that threw 
our release into a crazy 
pattern, but I certainly 
have no regrets about him 
being in the film or his 
performance.” 

The Beaver is only the 
second major film that 
Gibson has starred in since 
2002. It is scheduled to 
open in select theatres 
May 6. Joining Foster at the 
premiere were actor Anton 
Yelchin, who plays Foster’s 
son, and writer Kyle Killen.

fashioned word of mouth 
brings in the Internet age. 

“Instantly, with one 
click, five million people 
knew our names,” White 
said of Swift's tweet. 

Swift threw her support 
behind the duo when she 
told fans she was listening 
to Poison & Wine: “You 
can't push 'repeat' on vinyl 
so I keep setting the nee¬ 
dle back on my record 
player.” 

And that — combined 
with other unexpected na¬

O Radio stations 
edit out gay-pos¬ 
itive words in 
Born This Way 
for fear of 
government

Malaysian radio stations 
worry some lyrics in Lady 
Gaga's gay anthem Bom 
This Way are on the wrong 
track, baby. 

Broadcasters in this Mus- 
lim-majority nation have 
refused to play lines in the 
hit song that encourage 
public acceptance of gays, 
claiming Thursday they are 
being cautious because the 
government forbids offen¬ 
sive content. 

AMP Radio Networks, 
Malaysia's top private radio 
operator, said the precau¬ 
tion was due to govern¬ 
ment restrictions against 
songs that might violate 
“good taste or decency or 
(are) offensive to public 
feeling.” 

“The particular lyrics in 
Bom This Way may be con¬ 
sidered as offensive when 
viewed against Malaysia's 
social and religious obser¬ 
vances,” the company said 
in a statement to The Asso¬ 
ciated Press. 

Broadcasters can face 
fines up of to 50,000 ringgit 
($16,000) and other penal¬ 
ties for breaking the mles.

should be “a platform for 
marginalized voices and 
create understanding — 
not perpetuate ignorance 
and hate.” 

“Lady Gaga was attempt¬ 
ing to address this veiy 
thing in her song. How dare 
they play that song and cut 
out its shining heart,” said 
Pang, the co-founder of Sex¬ 
uality Independence, a 
Malaysian anti-discrimina¬ 
tion arts movement. “We 
just want the same thing as 
eveiyone else: to love, be 
loved and have our songs 


played on the radio.” 

Lady Gaga, who is highly 
outspoken about gay rights, 
should consider protesting 
the decision by asking 
Malaysian stations not to 
air her songs at all, Pang 
said. 

Gay Malaysians have 
tried to press for greater ac¬ 
ceptance in recent years, 
saying discrimination per¬ 
sists. The Sexuality Inde¬ 
pendence group last year 
posted a Youtube clip of a

Since 1999, Poll- 
star figures show he has 
sold more than 8.8 mil¬ 
lion tickets and grossed 
more than $460 million. 
Only the Dave Matthews 
Band has sold more tick¬ 
ets over the last decade 
and only Matthews and 
Celine Dion have grossed 
more. 

Chesney says this 
year’s show will be leaner 
than previous produc¬ 
tions.

The science of food 


O Molecular gastronomy recreates your favourite eats — with delicious results

How would 
you feel

and cream cheese? 

Many would enjoy this 
tasty snack that is eaten 
sans fork or spoon. 

But at Humber College 
in Toronto, Chef John 
Placlco’s molecular gas¬ 
tronomy course is helping 
people to rethink what 
they know about bagels 
and other foods by show¬ 
ing them that they can en¬ 
joy the same flavours 
using utensils. 


Beet puree, for exam¬ 
ple, is turned into spaghet¬ 
ti while ice cream custard 
— frozen solid on the out¬ 
side — turns creamy and 
rich on the inside after be¬ 
ing dipped in a bath of liq¬ 
uid nitrogen. 

“Molecular gastronomy 
is a modern style of cook¬ 
ing,” explains Placlco. “It 
takes advantage of tech¬ 
nology and ingredient in¬ 
novations to create food 
with unique textures and 
flavour combinations. 

“It’s also about replicat¬ 
ing the same perfect result 
each and eveiy time with 
the use of unique equip¬ 
ment in the kitchen like 
the Pacojet, Thermomix, 
immersion circulators and 
vacuum sealers.” 

Made famous by chefs 
like Ferran Adria from El 
Bulli restaurant in Spain, 
and other world top 


restaurants like Fat Duck 
and Noma, the molecular 
gastronomy trend has 
moved across the world 
and reached restaurants 
and bars in North America. 

It is most often used in 
different forms by mixolo¬ 
gists to create drinks. 

“Most of the Top 10 
restaurants in the world 
today rely on their own 
team of dedicated chefs 
working on research-dri¬ 
ven cuisine (molecular gas¬ 
tronomy),” Placlco says. 

Sampling the scientific 
food was an experience. 

The melon caviar was 
full of flavour and burst on 
its own. It would be a per¬ 
fect addition to any bever¬ 
age. Meanwhile, truffle oil 
scented snow was pungent 
in aroma, but a small taste 
offered big flavour. The 
price of truffle oil can be 
costly so by mixing it with 


maltodextrin, the flavour 
is absorbed, ensuring only 
a small amount is used. 

The dish that I found 
most interesting was the 
kangaroo tenderloin, 
which was cooked sous- 
vide, seared with a blow¬ 
torch and served on 
compressed watermelon. 

In the sous-vide 
method, the protein is 
sealed in a bag with 
flavour to marinate and is 
cooked in water at a veiy 
low temperature for a long 
time. An example offered 
in the course was a 
poached egg that had been 
poached for one hour — 
most eggs only take about 
three minutes to be 
poached in boiling water.

Coyotes too

Ice time a 
small win 
for healing 
Crosby 

Sidney Crosby is taking it 
slowly, cautiously, if only 
because he has no other 
choice. 

He has known no 
speed except exceedingly 
fast during his hockey ca¬ 
reer, but at 2% months 
this is by far the longest 
he has been sidelined 
since entering the NHL in 
2005. 

Normally, he would be 
racing to get back in the 
Penguins lineup but this 
injury is different — con¬ 
cussions aren’t so 
predictable, aren’t so for¬ 
giving. 

So, for now, Crosby re¬ 
turns to the ice only in 
short, measured bursts. 

He wants a lot more, 
but his doctors — and his 
injury —won’t allow it. 

“I don’t want 
symptoms and I don’t 
want to rush anything,” 
said Crosby. “I know it’s 
going to take time. Not 
doing anything for two- 
and-a-half months, you 
feel it.” 

For weeks, anything re¬ 
sembling physical activity 
brought on lingering 
headaches. In time Cros¬ 
by could ride an exercise 
bike without 
experiencing symptoms. 

Then came an on-ice 
session Monday, shooting 
a few pucks and skating 
around cones. With no 
setbacks, he did the same 
Tuesday. And Thursday. 

What’s encouraging 
for Crosby is that after 
weeks he is finally seeing 
some discernable and 
measurable progress. 

Before the injury, 
Crosby was having the 
season of his career with 
32 goals and 34 assists in 
41 games. Alex Ovechkin 
of Washington, for exam¬ 
ple, remains three goals 
behind Crosby despite 
playing in 31 more 
games.
